SANDUSKY, Feb 23—Egbert 


Mack, 51, prominent newspaper 
publisher and postmaster of San- 
dusky for 10 years, died at his 
home here today of a heart attack, 
after a long illness. 


Mack had been identified with 


Ohio journalism since his gradua- 
tion from Ohio State University in 
1903. He served as a reporter for 
two years on Columbus and Toledo 
newspapers, and then became af- 
filiated with his brother-in-law, R 
C Snyder, in the publication of the 
Coshoction Age. 


In 1909, he returned to Sandusky 


and became associated with his 
father, John Talman Mack, with 
the Register 
At the death of his 


father in 1914, Mack became editor 
of the paper. He was elected vice 
president and general manager of 
the Sandusky Newspapers, Inc., 
which was organized in 1929. He 
held the position until his death. 


Mack was active in politics as 


a Republican, and was named post- 
master in 1923 by the late Presi- 
dent Calvin Coolidge. He was re- 
appointed in 1927 and 1932. He 
also served on the board of trustees 
at Ohio State University from 1922 
to 1932.
